1S THE B.C. DAM THAT COULD 
DRY UP THE WORLD'S LARGEST 
BOREAL DELTA ALREADY A 
DONE DEAL? 





A proposed dam on the British Co- 
lumbia side of Peace River could af- 
ect water levels, fish, and plant life 
along the already strained Peace- 
Athabasca delta, but water advocates 
here in Alberta are struggling to get 
the information they need to mount 
response to the plans. 

Bob Cameron, a member of Keep- 
rs of the Water, a multi-province 
dvocacy group, has been trying 
Or over a year to get information 
bout trans-boundary water-sharing 
iscussions between the two prov- 
ces. He says Alberta Environment 
as told him he must wait until the 
reement is completed. 

“Popping the agreement out when 
's all cooked up is the same thing 
at's happening with the TILMA 
ade agreement,” he says, referring 
the Trade, Investment and Labour 
obility Agreement between Alber- 
and B.C., which was signed before 
was ever discussed in the Alberta 
islature. “It might seem okay to 
die Stelmach, but I give my head 
Shake,” 


Cameron is concerned that the 
dam, called Site C, will reduce the 
amount of water flowing over the 
border and through the Peace-Atha- 
basca delta, which stretches across 
the whole of northern Alberta and 
into Saskatchewan. The waterway is 
one of the largest freshwater deltas 
in the world, and the largest boreal 
delta. The area is one of the most 
important nesting and resting areas 
for ducks, geese, and swans in North 
America. It is also prime stomping 
grounds for buffalo, according to En- 
vironment Canada. 

Cameron recalls how in the 1970s, 
another dam on the Peace River, the 
W.A.C. Bennett Dam, dried up ponds 
along the delta, reducing the flow of 
the river at times, and causing flood- 
ing in Fort Chipeywan when water 
was released. And so he’s not buying 
reassurances from B.C. Hydro that 
the dam will not be as damaging as 
the Bennett Dam; he wants to know 
exactly what Alberta is discussing 
with B.C. 

Rachel Notley, MLA for Edmon- 
ton-Strathcona and the NDP envi- 
ronment critic, says he’s right to be 
concerned, as Alberta Environment 
has a reputation of secrecy and poor 
communication with the public. 
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“We don't have a culture of open- 
ness in Alberta—quite the contrary,” 
she says. “I share the concerns that 
people in the North have about not 
getting information and not being 
consulted.” 

Notley herself hasn't heard much 
about the project. Alberta Environ- 
ment didn’t mention consultations 
with B.C. in their strategic plan or 
their recent budget. Frank Oberle, 
the Conservative MLA for Peace 
River, declined SEE’s request for an 
interview. 

The negotiations on water flow 
across the border are separate from 
consultations on Site C, according 
to Alberta Environment. Because 
Site C is still in the very early stages, 
they say, there simply isn’t much 
information on environmental con- 
sequences. “Nothing has been sub- 
mitted,” says spokesperson Cara Van 
Marck, “so it would be very hard for 
us to comment.” 

If B.C. approves the dam, then the 
province must consult with Alberta 
and the federal government, but un- 
til the approval occurs, there’s noth- 
ing to talk about. 

David Conway, B.C. Hydro spokes- 
person for the Site C dam, emphasiz- 
es that B.C. is still in the consultation 





phase, and the dam is not a done deal. | 
(Indeed, the project has been shelved | 
several times previously.) Consulta- | 
tions in B.C. will continue into 2009, 
after which the B.C. government will 
make its final decision 

But obviously water activists have | 
to make their case against the dam 
before the B.C. government makes 
a decision, says Norine Wark, a B.C. 
member of Keepers of the Water, 
who has fought Site C since she was 
a teenager. The dam has been on the 
B.C government's back burner for 
decades, she explains, but this time 
around the manufactured perception 
that Canadians are facing an energy 
crisis is putting more political push 
behind the dam than ever before. 

“Site C is considered a cash cow,” 
Wark says. “They are building it to 
sell the energy [to the United States] 
and make gravy over the next 10 
years.” 

According to Wark, the B.C. gov- 
ernment has successfully sold the 
dam as a “green project” and part of 
their efforts to reduce greenhouse 
gas emissions, when in fact the dam 
will actually ruin fruitful agricultural 
lands in a warm microclimate, and 
could have an adverse effect on an

ALBERTA: SOCIAL SERVICES 
SOCIAL NET IN PERIL 


Albertans who depend on social service 
programs will be left out in the cold if the 
social service sector doesn’t get an immedi- 
ate cash injection from the province. 

The sector needs an additional $242 mil- 
lion to bring services up to par, said Bill Win- 
ship, vice-president of the Alberta Council of 


Disability Services at a press conference last 
| Wednesday. The severe funding shortfall has 


hamstrung the industry's ability to attract 
qualified staff who have been migrating to 


| higher-paying government jobs, say sector 
| spokespeople. 


The Alberta government has commit- 


| ted $4] million to social service agencies to 
| attract staff, but even with that extra cash, 
| the sector can increase wages by only five 

| percent 


Over the past six months, 12 foster homes 


| and six group homes have been temporar- 
| ily closed, and an intensive residential 
| prograrn and healthy relationships groups 


for 16 youths per year have been closed 
permanently. 

“Unfortunately, our backs are against the

CANADA: HEALTH CARE 
RALLY FOR NATURAL MEDICINE 


Demonstrators gathered in Gazebo Park 
Saturday afternoon to fight for the right of 
Canadians to use natural health products 
as an alternative to prescription medicine 
in the face of sweeping changes to the 
Canadian Food and Drug Act. 

Health Canada has ignored calls to place 
natural health products (NHPs) under their 
own classification. Instead, Bill C-5] aims to 
Teclassify NHPs as drugs. This could render 
up to 75 per cent of currently available NHPs 
illegal. The new bill would require compa- 
nies to prove the medicinal value of their 
products, but protestors were concerned 
that they would lose access to medications 
they personally already find effective. 

The bill will also expand the definition of 
“sell” in the Food and Drug Act to include 
giving a substance away for free. Many 
activists pointed out that a mother who 
fed her child garlic pills, for example, would 
technically be breaking the law. 

Nakita Valerio, a health consultant for Op- 
timum Health Vitamins, calls the situation 
ironic because the government is trying to 
regulate substances that have never caused 
prescription drugs that have. At

serves as a buffer to climate change. 

“Because it's up north and out of 
mind,” Wark says, “it’s like the peo- 
ple down south are sleeping. They 
have no idea what a huge ecological 
disaster this dam is.” 

Current plans for the dam include 
a long, skinny reservoir of water be- 
hind an earth-filled dam about 60 
metres high, 1,100 metres across, 
and about 800 metres at the base. 


The Mikisew Cree First Nation is 
currently suing the B.C. government 
over the flooding caused by the Ben- 
nett Dam. No one consulted with 
First Nations before building that 
dam, says George Poitras, a Miki- 
sew member and activist. Periodic 
flooding from the dam killed many 
animals in the area, animals that the 
Mikisew depended on for both food 
and trapping income.

B.C Hydro is selling the dam as 
similar to a “run-of-river” project, 
which has far less adverse conse- 
quences than a regular dam. The 
idea is that the same amount of water 
comes out of the dam that goes into 
it, making the Site C dam much less 
destructive than the Bennett dam, 
according to B.C. Hydro. But given 
the size of Site C and her experience 
with previous dams, Wark is highly 
skeptical, and so are the Mikisew 
Cree First Nations at the other end 
of the delta in Fort Chipewyan. 


Chipewyan settled with B.C. Hydro 
a couple of years ago, but the Fort 
Chipewyan Mikisew Cree's lawsuit is 


still pending. 
The band sent letters to both pro- 
vincial governments demanding 


they be consulted, a right the band 
has previously gone all the way to the 
Supreme Court of Canada to protect. 
Both Alberta and B.C. have promised 
to speak with the band. 

“There are a lot of outstanding 
concerns and issues, not to mention 
ligitation,” says Poitras, “and here 
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wants full discussion here in Alberta 
before B.C.’s plans become unstop 
pable. 

And that’s a justifiable concern, 
says Notley, especially given Alberta 
Environment's poor reputation. The 
government should offer general in- 
formation and a peer-reviewed envi- 
ronmental assessment to the publi 
before any agreement is signed with 
B.C, she says.

idea to come out of either the pro- 
vincial or federal Tory ministries of 
the environment. So, rather than 
pooh-pooh everything out of hand, I 
decided to look deeper and see if the 
plan had any merit. 

Carbon capture involves catching 
carbon dioxide, compressing it into 
a liquid form and pumping it down 
a deep hole where it will (hopefully) 
remain out of sight and out of mind 
for thousands of years. There are 
other types of sequestration being 
researched, but this is the basic strat- 
egy that the Canadian and Albertan 
governments are following. 

The system does work. Norway's 
Statoil has been pumping carbon di- 
oxide down 1,000 metres below the 
seabed of the North Sea since 1996. 
Depleted oilfields offer the right kind 
of geology for sequestration and the 
carbon dioxide repressurizes the field 
and increases the amount of extract- 
able oil. In Saskatchewan this has 
been done in the oilfield at Weyburn, 
with carbon dioxide pumped through 
a pipeline from North Dakota. Not 
only has this project shown that se- 
questration is feasible, but it has also 

doubled the amount of oil being re- 
covered, to 10,000 barrels a day. In 
such circumstances carbon dioxide 
is a valuable method. for increasing 
the percentage of recoverable oil and 
a potential source of income for the 
companies producing the gas. Five 
of the companies operating in the 
oilsands have formed a consortium 
with the aim of sending the carbon 


dioxide south so it can be sold to oil 
companies working depleted fields. 

Locations other than depleted oil- 
fields are also potential storage sites 
for carbon capture. Salt domes, for 
instance, offer vast potential, as do 
deep coal beds. Natural gas compa- 
nies hope to increase the amount 
of methane recoverable from coal 
beds by injecting carbon dioxide into 
them. 

But the problems with carbon cap- 
ture outweigh these benefits. The 
system requires the construction of 
a very expensive infrastructure of 
pipelines, compressors, and captur- 
ing equipment. And it's going to be 
consumers and/or taxpayers who 
pay for it. Also, All this extra equip- 
ment is also going to consume a con- 
siderable amount of energy—energy 
that is becoming more expensive as 
world oil supplies peak. All this de- 
velopment and construction is going 
to take years to get up and running— 
years that we don't have! The scien- 
tific community tells us that we must 
reduce our GHG emissions quickly 
and even the provincial government 
admits that they see no reductions 
taking place until 2018 at the earli- 
est. In the meantime, our emissions 
are rising at an increasing rate. 

Another factor that usually never 
arises during discussions of carbon 
capture is the technology's narrow 
focus. Industrial plants are not the 
only big producers of carbon diox- 
ide, The meat processing industry 
produces 18 per cent of the planet's 


GHG emissions; that's as much as 
transportation, and the sector is ex- 
panding. Neither of these sectors 
will have their carbon dioxide emis- 
sions reduced by capture. Look at it 
this way: the methane in cow farts is 
18 times more potent than carbon di- 
oxide as a GHG, and yet there are no 
plans to reduce methane emissions. 

Finally, carbon capture is not a 
long-term solution to our emis- 
sions problem. Indeed, it allows us 
to continue with business as usual, 
indiscriminately burning fossil fuels 
To achieve a meaningful, long-term 
reduction in our GHG emissions, we 
need to develop a sustainable energy 
industry and plan for a post-fossil- 
fuel economy, and above all, be much 
more efficient in our energy usage 

Just because carbon capture is vi 
able, that doesn’t mean we should 
use it. The technology is very ex 
pensive and should be viewed as an 
interim measure until we have devel- 
oped a sustainable energy industry. !' 
should not be thought of as a means 
to allow us to rip northern Alberta 
apart with a clear conscience. What- 
ever policies our governments adopt 
regarding Canada’s GHG emissions, 
we are going to be relying on burn: 
ing fossil fuels for the next couple 
of decades at least. That means cal’ 
bon capture is a necessary part of 
the government's plan for reducing 
carbon dioxide emissions. Let's jus! 
hope the provincial and federal gov 
ernments come up with the rest 
the plan soon.

So you've finally decided to jump on 
the bandwagon and start practicing 
yoga. Lament if you must the glo- 
balization of this ancient Eastern 
practice; the fact remains, with its 
ideals of harmony and health, yoga 
provides a great counterbalance to 
the hectic modern world. 

Oh, blah blah blah. Everyone's do- 
'ng it, So you wanna do it too, right? 
You need to justify those 200 bucks 
you dropped at Lululemon anyway. 

Maybe you'll start with a video by 
Rodney Yee or Baron Baptiste to ex- 
Periment at home, then upgrade to 
‘registered class at a fitness centre. 
Or you might sample a few drop-in 
‘lasses at studios around the city. 
Well, aren't you smart? That's ex- 
actly what I did. I visited four estab- 
lished local studios to see what they 
offered in the way of. scheduling, 
Variety of drop-in classes, and the 
Styles of yoga they taught. 

My first stop was The Yoga Loft 
*n Whyte Avenue (www.theyogaloft. 
°m). Though the reception area and 


eerie 


changerooms are cramped, the stu- 
dio itself is spacious. Warm yellow 
and orange walls lined by windows 
make it a beautiful (albeit hot) place 
to practice on a summer afternoon, 
or a cozy haven in the winter. For 
those who want a heart-pounding 
class in smaller groups, The Loft's 
Ashtanga classes are a great way to 
go—a registered intro class to famil- 
iarize yourself with the postures is a 
definite must. 

If you want a slower pace, check 
out their Yin Yoga class. Yin Yoga is 
designed as a complement to other 
forms of yoga, targeting connec- 
tive tissues between muscles rather 
than the muscles themselves. In 
this practice postures are held for 
3-5 minutes at a time, a slow pace 
which also helps meditation practice. 
Yin classes cost $12 and are offered 
Wednesday and Saturday afternoons 
on a drop-in basis. 

My second stop was a fairly new 
Lotus Soul Gym location downtown 
in Little Italy (www.lotussoulgym. 
com). Because of its newness, the 
entire studio is immaculate and stun- 
ning. | was particularly struck by the 
welcoming nature of the staff and 
instructors. | tried out their Vinyasa 
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q Sei

So You Think You Know Yoga 


Flow class—a method that comprises 
six series of postures that “flow” into 
one another, creating purifying heat 
and encouraging circulation and per- 
spiration. The class is workshop-style 
with lots of individual instruction, 
and | felt a good sense of camarade- 
rie with the other practitioners. The 
studio is well-equipped with heating 
lamps that kept everyone warm and 
limber. If you are looking for more 
personalized instruction and an inti- 
mate group setting, this may be the 
studio for you. Plus, after class you 
can take a stroll and indulge in the 
aromas emanating from the Italian 
Centre. 

Once you familiarize yourself with 
the basics, you might try a different 
variation—like “hot” yoga. Bikram 
yoga is a series of 26 postures prac- 
ticed in a hot and humid environ- 
ment to deepen strength and flexibil- 
ity and flush out bodily toxins. 

Accordingly, my next stop was the 
Bikram Yoga Studio in Old Strath- 
cona (www.bikramyogaedmonton. 
com). Bikram studios are always 
equipped with showers and change- 
rooms—I highly recommend review- 
ing the website and their studio's 
recommendations before attending 


your first class. Clad in booty shorts 
and tanktop, water bottle and extra 
towel in hand, the first thing to hit 
me when I entered the studio was 
the smell—to be expected, | suppose, 
given the number of bodies sweating 
into the carpet every day. 

If you can get past the cramped 
space (I accidentally hit the girl be- 
side me three times) and claustro 
phobic heat, the class is well worth it; 
you will sweat from places you never 
thought you could sweat from, and 
walk out refreshed and oddly ener- 
getic. If you like the idea of working 
out in a sauna and being constantly 
barked at by an instructor, try hot 
yoga. 

A relatively new studio in Edmon- 
ton, Moksha Yoga (www.mokshay- 
ogaedmonton.com), also offers this 
style and operates with an environ- 
mentally conscious philosophy: their 
studios are built and cleaned with 
sustainable non-toxic supplies. 

The last studio on my sampler list 
was Lion’s Breath downtown (www. 
lionsbreath.ca) to try Hatha yoga, a 
more classical (and common) form 
of yoga. Hatha is a more gentle, med- 
itative form of yoga that uses asanas, 
breath, and meditation to connect 


mind and body. In this expansive 
second-floor studio, the setting sun 
shone through the space all through 
the class. With no mirrors to distract 
you, | found it a much more personal 
experience. Any concern I had about 
being awkward or uncoordinated 
dissipated as I concentrated on the 
moment-to-moment ritual. Our fi- 
nal savasana was enriched when 
the instructor came around with 
aromatherapy oil and gave us each 
a temple massage—a wonderful 
touch. This style and studio is well 
suited to those who are looking for 
mental exercise more than physical 
exertion. 

Whatever you do, wherever you 
start, remember that yoga is a very 
personalized practice. My own jour- 
ney began years ago in an lyengar 
yoga class, which uses props to fa- 
cilitate healthy posture and align- 
ment (go to www.bksiyengar.com for 
more information). I learned how to 
properly align in the asanas and de- 
veloped strength, stamina, and flex- 
ibility to boot. The greatest benefit 
was the balanced sense of self that 
crept into my every cell. Certainly 
better than any aerobic activity I'd 
ever tried. ;

Through Rosé Coloured Glasses 


THE CLOYING SWEET WHITE 
ZINFANDEL IS EVERYWHERE, 
BUT THERE'S MORE TO PINK 
WINE THAN MEETS THE EYE 





Hybridity is a trendy concept these 
days—any class in post-colonial Eng- 
lish literature will prove that much— 
and wine that walks the line is no 
exception. With the arrival of a sun 
that warms rather than deceives, it's 
now chic to whip out a glass of pink. 


and/or herbs. Though you can still 
readily find cloyingly sweet White 
Zinfandel, it’s being pushed to the 
side by dryer pinks (amen). 

Though pink wines are eminently 
quaffable on their own (especially on 
a hot day—just try that winter's night 
Syrah on a summer day), they have 
more balls than white wine and can 
therefore pair up with stronger fare. 
While they make good companions 
to salads and other veggie dishes,

Though red and white wines are 
named for their colour, pink wines 
are not often dubbed as such. Rather, 
a host of other descriptors are used, 
namely “rosé” and “blush.” This ex- 
ception calls attention to the wine's 
dubious past reputation; blushes are 
associated with White Zinfandel and 
Mateus, while rosés wear a forced 
title designed to elevate them above 
their humble origins. Though the 
word “pink” seems to carry more 
playful, less-serious connotations 
than virginal white or noble red, it 
also works to convey the true char- 
acter of a pink wine 

That character is typically dry 
(sometimes bone dry), with refresh- 
ing acidity and pretty aromatics of 
strawberries, raspberries, flowers, 


they also marry well with flavourful, 
fleshy fish (salmon or tuna) as well 
as pork, duck, and chicken. 

A very useful food-and-wine pair- 
ing tip is the rule of origin: wines 
tend to pair best with foods that 
come from the same region. The 
cradle of pink wines is France, spe- 
cifically the very warm regions of 
Provence and the southern Rhone. 
The Mediterranean cuisine of these 
regions is heavy in garlic, herbs, and 
strong foods like artichokes—flavours 
that usually obliterate the palate and 
make wine taste ghastly—yet a pink 
Provencal rosé can cut through the 
most garlicky of aioli. (Also be sure 
to check out the great pinks from 
Spain, Australia, South Africa, and 
the Loire, Languedoc, and Burgundy 


regions of France.) 

The common assumption is that 
pink wines are made by blending 
white wine with red. Well, that’s one 
way of doing it, but it's the worst 
one. (It’s also the way most of your 
run-of-the-mill, cheap, mass-pro- 
duced pinks use.) Though there 
are a couple exceptions (this is how 
pink Champagne is made, the only 
instance where blending white and 
red wine is legal in France), blended 
pinks are best avoided 

A better way of making pink wines 
is the short maceration (skin con- 
tact) method, in which the red grapes 
are crushed and the juice is left to sit 
alongside the skins for a short period 
of time before being drawn off to an- 
other vessel to ferment. The longer 
the maceration, the darker and more 
flavourful the finished wine will be, 
as most of the aromas and flavours 
come from the skins. As such, a good 
rule of thumb is that the darker the 
pink, the more aromatic and com- 
plex it will taste, and vice versa. 

The second process is really just a 
variation on the skin contact method, 
but it has a fancier name: “saignée,” 
or “bleeding” for you non-franco- 
phones/non-oenophiles. Here the fo- 
cus is on making a red, and the pink 
wine is just a profitable by-product. 
As with the skin contact method, the 
juice is left in contact with the skins 
after the grapes are crushed. Howev- 
er, after a short period of time, some 
of this juice is “bled” off, leaving the

remaining mixture with a higher 
skin-to-juice ratio. The finished red 
is therefore more flavourful and in- 
tense. While the winemaker could 
just chuck out the pink juice, it makes 


- 
more financial sense to ferment, 
bottle, and sell it, and these saignée 
pinks are usually the most flavourful 
of all rosé wines.

Bluster be damned, millions and 
millions of copies have sold at $60 
apiece. The game's popularity has 
everything to do with its open, sand- 
box-style of playability.

Atari games where your “man” was 
a single dot on the screen. But we 
knew it would be here one day, with 
this level of incredible detail 

Once your 30-year-old Serbian im 
migrant Niko Bellic shows up among 
the towers and parks of Liberty 
City—modeled painstakingly after 
the Big Apple and Jersey—what hap- 
pens next is entirely up to you. But 
to a diminished degree, | must say. 
That's right, Grand Theft Auto IV ac- 
tually moves backwards through vid- 
eogame evolution: Despite universal 
praise from the press, the game rep- 
resents a major step backward from 
the series’ previous incarnation, San 
Andreas. 

First and foremost, GTA IV is no- 
ticeably more visually realistic than 
San Andreas. By the end of that 
game, you could fly Carl Johnson 
around in a jetpack in his under- 
wear, sporting a pink mohawk and 
Groucho Marx glasses. The obvious 
next move was to land on the Wel- 
come to Las Venturras sign and shoot 


police cars with a rocket launcher 
until the sheer weight of an entire 
state’s military authority shut you 
down with rockets of its own. Fair 
enough. The whole, preposterous 
rampage had to end eventually. 

But while GTA IV might look way 


simply, no exasperated Carl John- 
son. Sure, Bellic gets some fine lines, 
like shrugging off a “no” every time 
some street hustler rhetorically asks 
him, “Know what I'm sayin’?” But 
Johnson's plight in the faux-L.A. 
inner city was a fucking seriously

better, there's actually considerably 
less to do. Gone is the jetpack. And 
the Harrier jet. And the tanks. And 
the pink mohawk. And the haircuts. 
And the bodybuilding. And the abil- 
ity to get fat on purpose by eating too 
many hamburgers. And the purple 
dildo. And being a general in neigh- 
bourhood gang warfare, the sound of 
fire and chaos echoing through the 
streets. 

Worst of all, Niko Bellic is, quite 


captivating narrative, especially as 
his first few missions were done for 
nothing more than neighbourhood 
cred. With Bellic, it feels more like 
you're a gofer on a movie set. And 
though said set is truly beautiful, 
one city cannot compare to an entire 
state parodying San Fran, L.A., and 
Vegas. Maybe I’m just West Coast; 
homies. But among the giant steel 
and glass fingers of Liberty City, you 
simply can’t ever get the same speed 


going, especially with the extra-sen- 
sitive cops. 

This time around, we have simula- 
tions of the Internet, a GPS, a cell- 
phone, some funny TV, bowling, and 
darts. Plus a giant, beating heart in- 
side their version of the Statue of Lib- 
erty. Points, But they should've been 
added, not exchanged with the fact 
you could literally change the shape 
of your body through hard work or 
neglect in GTA SA, then fly around 
like Superman.

Any Indian restaurant that wants to 
make a go of it in Edmonton must 
first struggle out of the shadow of 
the well-established giants—the New 
Asian Villages, the Khazanas, the 
Hawelis, even the sudden outbreak 
of Daawats popping up across the 
city. So when a friend tipped me to 
the existence of Rasoi, anew purvey- 
or of Indian cuisine in Mill Woods, I 
felt duty bound to make the trip to its 
strip-mall premises and check it out 
for myself. 

Part of the reason was that I’d been 
eating vegetarian for the previous 
two weeks, and Indian restaurants 
can be counted on to put up a sub- 
stantial meatless bill of fare, given 
the deep tradition of herbivory back 
in the homeland. Little did I suspect 
that Rasoi’s menu would break me 
down and tempt me into the taste of 
flesh—on the bone, no less.

Midway through my interview with 
Ladytron’s Reuben Wu, he asks if 
I.wouldn't mind calling him back 
A blast of noise in the background 
on his end signals that it's time for 
soundcheck—he and the band are in 
Valencia in support of their fourth 
album, Velocifero (the word is Italian 
for “bringer of speed”), due out on 
Nettwerk June 3 

Most musical acts will tell you that 
the first few tour stops are spent 
working out the kinks. But even 
through stops in Germany, France, 
Holland, Belgium, and Spain, Wu 
says it’s actually for the benefit of 
places like Edmonton that they want 
to make things perfect 

“Our biggest market has always 
been North America,” Wu says, 
“Generally, we have a bigger follow- 
ing over there than we do on this 
side of the world. To be honest, out 
of all Europe, we're probably least 
well-known in our own country. In 
Liverpool, we've always had a strong 
underground following, but the mu 
sic scene in England seems to be 
quite conventional—quite traditional, 
really. Basically, if you’re not in a 
band with boys playing rock '‘n’ roll 
guitars, then you're not really recog- 
nized as having the potential to be- 
come popular. North American audi- 
ences have a bit more appreciation 
and open-mindedness about what 
pop music is.” 

Ladytron is a big enough name in 
Edmonton to have landed Wu some

DJ gigs here in the past, but Tuesday's 
show will mark the much-awaited 
local debut of the entire band.

“Frankly, eight keyboards really do 
look good onstage,” he laughs, not- 
ing that people can still count on see- 
ing and hearing drums, bass, guitar, 
and other exotic instruments at the 
live show. “But we've always had 
loads of keyboards—it's always been 
a big part of our identity. When we 


started out, a lot of people got fixated 
on them and thought we were either 
like Kraftwerk or Human League 
when in fact we don't really have 
any specific influences. I don’t know 
why we do it. Maybe it's some kind 
of strange fetish. But we've never 
really been into science fiction and 
the whole ‘We're using synthesizers 
come from outer space, stand next to 
highrise buildings, and look serious 
kind of thing.” 

Instead, he says Ladytron’s human 
element comes from sources like 60s 
French pop icon Serge Gainsbourg 
and country music legend Lee Ha- 
zlewood—both of whom find a home 
on Velocifero. Co-produced with Ed 
Banger Records’ Vicarious Bliss and 
Nine Inch Nails’ Alessandro Cortini 
(who plans to deliver a remix of the 
album’s first single, “Ghosts”), Wu 
proudly proclaims Velocifero is the 
group's most accomplished work to 
date 

Of course, that’s what critics said 
about Ladytron’s last album, 2005's 
Witching Hour. And indeed, the 
song on Velocifero that Wu says he's 
happiest about, “Tomorrow,” is one 
that didn’t make the cut on Witching 
Hour. Meanwhile, “Velocifero” is the 
title of a song they decided to drop 
from the new disc. 

“It's just a nice word that captures 
elements of the new record, whose 
whole theme is this kind of expan- 
sive, escapist sort of thing,” Wu says 
“When we released Witching Hour, it 
was a milestone album for us. 

It was the album that we were most 
happy with sound- and songwriting- 
wise. Velocifero was kind of taking 
what we had achieved and taking it 
to another place. It's strange because 
this album seems like another first 
album. It was like starting all over 
again—and it's nice to have that fresh 
start.”

Breakups are a nasty, shitty busi- 
ness 

Especially band breakups. Most 
especially when they're announced 
via a public, open letter on the 


band website, and result in a media 
fallout the likes of which a metal 
band has never seen before—in Fin- 





land, anyway. When you live in a 
country whose population is a mere 
five million, word and rumour get 
around mighty, mighty fast. (Coinci- 
dentally, Finland also has the world’s 
highest number of metal bands per 
capita. No joke: the Finns love their 
metal.) 

Here’s how it all played out. In 
2005, after enjoying eight years of 
iconic status in the Eurocore scene, 
Nightwish founder Tuomas Hol- 
opainen and the other members 
of the band posted an open letter 
on their website sacking their diva 
frontwoman Tarja Turunen—a clas- 
sically trained, operatic-style sopra- 
no. Predictably, uproar ensued. Not

only was the band risking the loss of 
Turunen's not-insignificant fanbase, 
but they also had to prove Nightwish 
itself could survive as a live act with- 
out her theatrical presence anchor- 
ing the show. 

“Tarja was so good at doing her 
own thing that we thought it would 
be no use to find a copycat,” explains 
Holopainen. “If we would have found 
another operatic singer, she would 
have always been considered a copy, 
no matter how good she would be.” 

Enter Anette Olzon, the former 
singer for Alyson Avenue, a rock 
chanteuse whose mezzo voice rep- 
rom 





resents a marked departure 
Nightwish’s previous sound. “The 


idea was to find someone who would 
have the equal power to {Turunen’s} 
voice in a totally different way, and I 
think Anette is doing that perfectly,” 
Holopainen says. 

But when you've established a 
strong fanbase in the metal commu- 
nity, never mind a legion of follow- 
ers who drank up Turunen’s gothy, 
symphonic vocals, bringing in an 
easy-on-the-ears rock singer could 
cause quite the upset. The band’s 
first single following Turunen’s de- 
parture, “Amaranth,” has received 
more than a little flak from metal 
loyalists, who've accused the band 
of sounding too—ahem—“pop.” 

“You know there's nothing wrong 
with that,” Holopainen says. “You 
can say it's a pop voice, or a rock 
voice. People have this weird urge 
to categorize everything. If a song 
sounds good, if it gives you emo- 
tions, that’s all that matters. Who 
cares if it sounds pop or metal or 
black metal or whatever? 

“I mean, [‘Amaranth’] made a re- 
ally good first single because it's 
so annoyingly catchy. But it's a bit 
cheery and poppy, and overall when 
you listen to Dark Passion Play it's, 
in my opinion, the darkest material 
we've put out. It might give you the 
wrong impression of what the album 
is about.” 

Indeed, Holopainen wrote the new 
album in the months following Tu- 
runen’s dismissal, and intended it as 
a requiem to the departed Turunen.

By far it was the most dif 
ficult thing that's ever happened in 
my life, But writing songs has never 
ever been so easy as it was this time 
It might be a bit exaggerated to say 
that the album saved my life, but it 
was very close to that.” 

With 130 musicians on loan from 
The London Philharmonic Orches 
tra and The Metro Voices Choir 
Nightwish entered Abbey Road Stu 
dios in London, and emerged with 
their 75-minute Dark Passion Play 
last September. The album, which 
holds the record for the most expen- 
sive album in Finnish history, went 
platinum in Finland the day of its 
release. (And remember: Finland's 
not that big, so everyone and their 
grandma in Helsinki knows all the 
lyrics already.) 

As for the chemistry of the new 
line-up, Holopainen laughs at the 
drama of the past. “This is like a 
marriage between five people on 
wheels,” he says. “You know, a rela 
tionship between two people is hard 
enough. But it feels like more of a 
band now, like there are five equals 
up there goofing around, It’s a lot of 
fun: I hope we can keep this lineup 
together—at the end of this tour | 
won't have to start writing stupid 
open letters anymore.”

Just Lie Back, Relax, 
And Make Like The Wind 





Joe Justus makes me feel like I'm five 
years old again. 

He clutches the back of my bike 
seat, assuring me that I can do it 
He asks if I’m ready; I tell him yes 
and slowly begin to pedal around the 
track outside United Cycle. 

I pick up momentum. Joe warns 
he’s letting go. | wobble. I tumble. 

But after about two minutes of 
practice and only a few crashes into 
the nearby fence, like most newbies, 
I've mastered my balance. 

Justus, the resident bike expert 
from United Cycle, isn’t giving me 
remedial riding lessons. He’s show- 
ing me how to pilot a recumbent 
bike, the best bike that almost no one 
rides 

Ever fantasized about being able 
to zip around town while stretched 
out on your favourite recliner? Re- 
cumbent bikes move the chain to 
the front wheel, allowing you to 
stretch your legs out in front: you sit 


reclined and lower to the ground, a 
more aerodynamic position than any 
hunched-over-the-handlebars model 
offers 

But does it make that much of a 
difference? Well, it was good enough 
for Francis Faure, who in 1933 used 
a recumbent bike to travel a record- 
breaking 45.055 km in one hour. 
The International Cycling Union 
considers the aerodynamic shape 
an unfair advantage: since 1934, re- 
cumbents have been prohibited from 
competing against uprights. All cur- 


or bum. And he's 70! 

So if recumbent bicycles are faster 
and more comfortable than uprights, 
why aren't they more popular? 

Many believe they're more difficult 
to balance. In fact, just as with any 
bike, the trick is practice. In rare cas- 
es where balance remains an issue, 
Justus explains, outrigger wheels can 
be placed on either side 

Another apprehension is that re- 
cumbent bikes are dangerous. Be- 
cause they're lower to the ground 
than uprights, there is a fear that

vastly outpacing their more common 
cousins. 

Recumbent bikes are also incred 
ibly comfortable: Padded seats! Back 
rests! Legs extended! It's more like 
riding a La-Z-Boy on wheels. Even 
after a two-hour journey, Justus nev- 
er complains of a sore neck, hands, 


recumbent bikes are less visible to 
drivers. Hogwash, says Justus. As 
long as riders stick to the shoulder, he 
says, they aren't any more difficult to 
see. Nor is he worried about getting 
sucked under the transport trucks 
that pass him. In fact, he’s been 
blown away—but not off his bike—by 
the courtesy of truckers and drivers 
in general. (For the record, Claire 


they're not great for off-road use, as 
riders can’t stand up to absorb shocks 
with their legs. (Mountain bike mod- 
els are available, though more diffi- 
cult to come by.) 

But the main reason so few re- 
cumbents whiz through our streets 
may be their price, which typically 
sits somewhere between $1,300 and 
$4,500. The bikes are expensive 





because they’re handmade, usually 
in North America, Justus maintains 
they’re well worth the cost, and, he 
notes, upright bikes were once much 
more expensive too. “As more people 
ride them,” he says, “more are man- 
ufactured and prices will decrease.” 

One thing's for certain: riding a re- 
cumbent bike is sure to garner you 
lots of attention. My 20-minute spin 
elicited many chuckles from onlook- 
ers. Justus feels the novelty of the 
recumbent bike is part of the attrac- 
tion. Just the other day, some junior 
high kids shouted, “Hey! Cool bike, 
man!” as he rode by. 

This year, Justus says, he’s had 
more customers express an interest 
in recumbent bikes than ever before 
And in his own experience, a brief 
ride is all it takes to convert a skep- 
tic. 

“T'll be riding my recumbent bicy 
cle forever,” he says.

POLITICS OR PICNIC? CRITICAL 
MASS PARTICIPANTS ARE

After work one cold Friday night at 
the end of April, I headed over to 
Chinatown with friends for tasty 
noodles and saucy conversation. 

As we were walking past Churchill 
Square, a group of about a dozen 
cyclists passed us, enjoying the de- 
serted downtown streets much more 
than we were. One friend wondered 
aloud if that small group was the 
longstanding Critical Mass bike ride. 

In other cities around the globe, 
Critical Mass could never be mis- 
taken for anything but a serious po- 
litical demonstration. In New York, 
London, and Portland, Critical Mass 
events are huge, often displaying ag- 
gressive discontent that would be out 
of place with the laughing group of 
cyclists we encountered that night.

Edmonton's Critical Mass bike 
ride, held on the last Friday of every 
month, is a tamer and smaller affair. 
Winter rides regularly attract a doz 
en or so riders. In warmer months, 
up to 200 riders participate. 

The group's website states their 
goals as “to meet and enjoy the se- 
curity and companionship of riding 
through the city together, while help- 
ing to promote cycling/ather means 
of non-polluting transportation.” 

But among the participants, per- 
ceptions of the goals and accomplish- 
ments of Critical Mass vary widely. 
There is no organized leadership: the 
lack of an overriding vision is part of 
the point. “Everybody rides for a dif- 
ferent reason,” says bike commuter 
Steve Anderson. The three-year 
Critical Mass participant says the 
group's goals include a combination 
of community-building and politics, 
while others like Keith Hallgren don't 
think Critical Mass is political at all.

Sweat and road rash.. 

each, maybe. 
Nevertheless, it was only two years 


some of 


ago that twentysomething Aaron 
Schooler from Edmonton's Boonie 
Doon area decided to switch gears 
from bike commuter to bike racer. 
He entered some local races, and 
success quickly followed. 

In his first year of racing, he picked 
up a second-place finish in the under- 
23 age category at the National Cy- 
clocross Championships. That same 
season, in 2006, he also qualified 
and competed at Cyclocross Worlds 
in Belgium and finished 25th at the 
Road Race Nationals. 

Cyclocross, Schooler says, is “a 
mix between road and mountain bik- 
ing where you use road bikes that can 
take a beating. The bikes have knob- 
by tires, so they can go over grass. 
The course is a closed loop of 2.5 to 
3 kilometres with some places where 
you have to jump off your bike, run 
over barriers, and shoulder your bike 
to go up stairs.” 


Road racing, he says, requires less 
explanation. “Its going out and rac- 
ing on the road, sometimes riding 
for up to six hours” with skinny tires 
and ultra-light bikes. (Schooler's 
road bike weighs in at a measly 16 
pounds. ) 

In the 2007-2008 season, only his 
second competition year, Schooler 
continued his success. He placed sec- 
ond at the Alberta Provincial Moun- 
tain Bike Championships in the elite 
category. He finished fourth in the 
same category at Cyclocross Na- 
tionals, and competed in the Worlds 
Cyclocross circuit, with a 56th-place 
finish at the Worlds in Treviso, Italy. 

For Schooler, riding his bike is as 
natural as, well, riding a bike. Wher- 
ever lofty heights he’s attained, he 
started the same way we all do: ped- 
aling as a kid, riding his bike to Cap- 
ilano for school and out to Millwoods 
to referee soccer games. “My dad got 
me into it,” he says. “I was always on 
his wheel.” 

His father never entered him into a 
race, but Schooler remembers a time 
when he boosted someone else's cy- 
cling career. “When I was maybe six 
or seven, my cousin came in from 
B.C. for a bike race. He borrowed one 
of my dad's bikes and my dad took 
him out to the race. | remember see- 


the bike issue 





ing my dad have a huge smile on his 
face. I was jealous” 

Schooler isn’t jealous anymore 
Nor does he regret his late start. He 
sees himself as lucky, having avoided 
burnout. “I’m glad I didn’t start to 
race until now,” he says. “I can still 
enjoy it... In cycling, like most endur- 
ance sports, people peak later. Most 
don’t get there until they’re 30. So 
some guys are 30-32 before they’re 
even thinking about retiring.” 

So what made Schooler change 


gears? It all came down to timing: he

had to wait for his schedule to open 
up. “I had been so busy,” he says, “al- 
ways going to school, and I was also 
in army reserves.” 

But after he graduated from NAIT 
and started a full-time job in down- 
town Edmonton as a mechanical 
designer, he was finally able to find 
time to train. “When I got the job,” 
he says, “it was my first summer in 
the city. I was able to go to work, 
then when I was done I'd have time 
to train and race.” 


Consistent training time hasn't 





been the only perk to his nine-to-five 
job; he also has a very supportive 
boss, who has given him the time off 
he needed to travel and compete at 
Worlds and even helped fund his trip 


to Belgium. 
Let's hope his employer continues 
to support Schooler’s ambitions, 


because he doesn’t have plans to 
park his bike anytime soon. Racing 
season started two weeks ago, and 
Schooler has his eye on the Worlds 
in the spring.

“I suggested that we call them Crit- 
ical Kindness rides so that we can be 
polite to everybody,” Hallgren says. 

The line that divides the non-po- 
litical participants and the more 
aggressive members of the group 
becomes clearest when the cyclists 
decide whether or not they are going 
to take up both lanes while crossing 
the High Level Bridge. 

Jeff Davis, a bicycle road race or- 
ganizer, is against it. “Taking two 
he writes via e-mail, “we piss 
off cars immediately behind the bike 
group who see the bikes and confuse 
cars further back who can't see them 


lanes,” 


and don’t know what the holdup is... 
By taking one lane, we look more like 
responsible users of the road.” 

Andersen disagrees. He says tak- 
ing up both lanes on the High Level 
Bridge is mostly about safety, and re- 
minds drivers that bikes are allowed 
on the road too. “Think about it from 
the cyclists’ point of view,” he says. 
“People don’t feel comfortable riding 
because motorists don’t give us a lot 
of space. We are forced to take the 
side streets and go though all these 
stop signs.” 

For most drivers, Critical Mass 
represents a 30-second delay once a 
month. If cyclists take up both lanes 
on the bridge, the delay is about two 
minutes. Drivers can't be too pissed 
off: no complaints have reached 
the Citizen Action Centre about the 
rides-cum-demonstrations. 

Still, just about everyone in Criti- 
cal Mass feels the ride has an aware- 


ness-raising element to it. Anderson 
would like to see the group put on 
more of a political push, 

“There's a lot of good work going 
on, but there is a heck of lot that 
could be done,” he says, citing the 
slow return of bike racks as an exam- 
ple of how the city treats cyclists like 
second-class citizens, “A lot of people 
at City Hall see bicycling as a form 
of recreation, and not a commuting 
option, [but] for a lot of people, by 
choice or by necessity, cycling is a 
primary form of transportation.” 

The city’s neglect, Anderson says, 
becomes particularly evident in the 
winter, when it can take the city 
“Can 
you imagine if the Whitemud wasn't 


over a day to clear bike paths. 


cleared for 24 hours?” 

Not everyone agrees that Edmon- 
ton cyclists face such steep obstacles. 
According to Hallgren, Edmonton 
is “one of the best cycling cities in 
North America,” adding that €d- 
monton has a large number of bike 
commuters. (About one per cent of 
Edmontonians bike to work, accord- 
ing to Statistics Canada, comparable 
to Toronto and Montreal rates.) 

But even people who do think Ed- 
monton needs to improve aren't too 
concerned about the apolitical nature 
of Critical Mass. 

“Bikes get a pretty crappy deal 
when it comes to the city,” says Criti- 
cal Mass cyclist Alex Hindle, “but 1 
don't think people are under the im- 


pression that what they are doing is 
going to change things.”

A phone call to Omar Rodriguez-L6- 
pez inevitably finds the guitarist-pro- 
ducer and creative impetus behind 
neo-prog juggernaut The Mars Volta 


hard at work. Even in a hotel room in 
Tulsa, Oklahoma in the midst of the 
band’s headlining North American 
tour, Rodriguez-Lépez is mapping 
out the music that will constitute the 
followup to the band’s most recent 
album, The Bedlam in Goliath, as 
well as material that could land on 
a solo album or perhaps one of his 
soundtrack projects. 

“I write every day on the off-days 
and I have my own portable record- 
ing rig that I set up in my hotel 
room,” he says—without a trace of 
I don't have a life 


mirth. “ 


It's easy to believe there's a solid 
work ethic behind The Mars Volta’s 
dense, epic studio work, but The 
Bedlam in Goliath required an espe- 
cially stalwart level of devotion, at 
least according to the legend that’s 
grown up around its birth pangs 
The trouble started when Rodriguez- 
Lopez bought a Oujia board for his 
longtime creative partner, vocalist 
Cedric Bixler-Zavala, at a curio shop 
in Jerusalem. Initially a source of fun 
among band members while on tour 
the Soothsayer, as the board became 
known, allegedly started to exercise 
a pernicious influence upon them, 
giving prophecies and suggestions 
and making demands. Soon after. 
a series of misfortunes befell vari- 
ous band members: drummer Blake 
Fleming quit in the middle of a tour 
Red Hot Chili 


Rodriguez-Lépez’s home studio was 


with the Peppers; 
nearly destroyed by a flood; Bixler- 


Zavala needed foot surgery and 
nad to relearn how to walk; tracks 
recorded for Bedlam suddenly van- 
ished without a trace; and the stu- 
dio engineer working on the album 


had a nervous breakdown, leaving 





Rodriguez-Lépez with an incoher- 
ent mess of recorded material that 
required months to untangle 

In an effort to undo the apparent 
curse brought on by goofing with the 
dark forces embodied by the Sooth- 
sayer, the guitarist buried the board 
in an undisclosed location and for- 
bade band members to talk about it 


for the remainder of production 
Rodriguez-Lopez says time has 
given them some perspective on 
matters, “This record now is a year 
old for us, so that’s plenty of time 
for things to change and grow and 
develop and become something else 
and look back on it and have a differ- 
ent idea about it. And also my head 
is somewhere else now, since I’ve 
been working on the new record and 
everything.” 
Andthough he's elbow-deep in writ- 
ing material for the next album and 
whatever other projects his current 
work splinters into—he's currently 
at work on 23 new songs, some of 


which the band has included in their 





live show—Rodriguez-Lopez says he 
has no problem going onstage every 


night and revisiting the music that 
arose from such a dark period and 
nearly tore the band apart 

“The music in its live form is ex- 
actly that—it’s live, it’s living, it's 


different 


from the stale, cold, boring repre- 


something completely 
sentation that it is when you make a 
record,” he says. “It's two completely 
different worlds. Right after I was 
done mixing and mastering, | didn’t 
want to play it, I just wanted to move 
straight into record #5. I didn’t want 
to talk about it or have anything to 
do with it. And then time passes— 
what's the cliché saying? ‘Time heals 
all wounds’—and you just sort of pull 
the stick out of your ass and get on 


with it.”

“Do you want the official answer 
or the unofficial answer?” -Sean 
Brewer asks on a warm night—the 
question being the current state of 
The Uncas, and whether the band 
has packed it in for keeps. Rumours 
are everywhere. “We've been mar- 
ned to each other for six years now,” 
ihe friendly fuzzball continues. “It's 
kind of nice to have your life back: 
kind of nice to have a break.” 

Hm. “Break.” Double meaning 
there, one part meaning “vacation,” 
the other “jagged tibia sticking out 
through your shin.” Finally, he uses 


the words “on hiatus,” leaving the 
medicine cabinet closed, certainly, 
but unlocked. “We're all working on 
solo projects now,” 

For the multi-instrumentalist, that 
means two separate projects that 
could easily guest star on The Mup- 
pet Show: the hirsute McGowan 
Family Band, who always know 
when it’s 4:20; and a band full of his 
own family, The Brewer Boys, with 
dad Gary and brother Aldon filling 
up the stage. The Uncas will be fin- 
ishing off all their commitments, of 
course. This will leave Mark Feduk 
to his dreamy, New Romantic Red 
Ram, too. 

I have a special place in my heart 
for these boys. They once cut a line 
up most of the province to play a 
mushroomy bush party o’ mine, and 
it's hard to imagine North Country 
Fair without them and their half- 
naked teenage fans. But, as George 
Harrison once said, “I’m dead now.” 
No, wait, it was actually “All things 
must pass,” which he probably stole 
from the Bible and later settled out 
of court. 
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Meanwhile, inside Wunderbar, a 
rather pungent yet awesome show 
railed on through the big windows, 
as Sunset Six opened for the hard- 
rocking Deadcity: Serpents. Their 
drummer Nikabrik is one of the 
best in Edmonton. Sunset Six really 
caught my ear, though—23-year-old 
singer Tam Tam the Destroyer rap- 
talking her way over dub/rock as the 
line between crowd and band dis- 
solved thanks to empty pint glasses 
big enough to have twins in without 
spilling a drop. Their drummer was 
hilariously called an “old man” for 
turning 25 on the spot, and there was 
a frantic and unpolished basement 
vibe all night, one which reminded 
me of a WWIIID gig approximately 
103 years ago on the north side. 

Jenny from the Sun ran around 
taking snaps and pseudonyms for 
her photo column, and I must say it’s 
nice to be at a gig with the door open 
onto the street again. Winter, go fuck 
yourself. 

Finally, a note on what turned out 
not to be a Blues War on our aye- 
nues, Thank God—imagining the uni- 


forms gives me nightmares. CKUA 
had originally protested a bid from 
Ontario to start an all-blues station 
in our working-class, filthy-rich city, 
which caused local player Jeremy 
Loome to raise an understandable 
stink, as a supporter of both the ex- 
isting and proposed station. | asked 
him if there was an update: “Actu- 
ally, yes. I got into an e-mail debate 
over this with Ken Regan, the GM at 
CKUA, and pointed out that they'd 
be better selling their existing blues 
shows to this station if it comes in 
and cross-promoting two small in- 
dies rather than slugging it out. 

“After a few more e-mails, both 
sides agreed, and CKUA said it will 
withdraw or significantly amend its 
intervention—to merely be its cor- 
rection of several points on record— 
if the Ontario firm can come to a 
prelim. arrangement about shared 
content and promotion that pleases 
both sides. 

“So,” he concludes, 
crossed al this point.”

December 2002 was a particularly 
unlucky time for a taxi driver from 
rural Afghanistan named Dilawar. 
The young cabbie was carrying a 
fare toward his hometown of Yakubi 
when he was stopped at a U.S. Army 
checkpoint and identified as a sus- 
pect in a rocket attack on the en- 
campment earlier that day. He and 
his three passengers were arrested 
and transported to Bagram Airbase 
for interrogation by an American 
Army unit. 

Five days later, Dilawar was dead. 

The other occupants of the cab 
got off relatively easy—they were 
deemed “high-value detainees” and 
“renditioned” to the U.S. army base 
in Guantanamo Bay, Cuba for anoth- 
er 15 months of interrogation, even 
though American forces eventually 
determined that the rocket attack of 
which they were accused was actu- 
ally perpetrated by the same Afghani 
commander who turned them over 
to U.S. forces as suspects. 

During his time at Bagram, Dila- 
war was subjected to “interrogation 
techniques” that included sleep de- 
privation, forced standing (he was 
suspended from the ceiling of his cell 
by his wrists), and repeated “non-le- 
thal” blows to his legs administered 
y a rotating crew of beefy U.S. sol- 
diers. An autopsy revealed that, had 
Dilawar survived the physical abuse 
that precipitated his death, it would 
ave been necessary to amputate his 
egs. Shortly after his death, the com- 








mander of intelligence operations re- 
ceived a new assignment: to oversee 
the interrogation of detainees at Abu 
Ghraib Prison in Baghdad... but not 
before she was decorated for valour 
in the service of her country 

So who was to blame for the tor- 
ture and murder of this innocent 
man—one of tens of thousands of 
detainees who have been “processed” 
by US. and coalition forces in the 
prosecution of wars in Afghani- 
stan and Iraq? Documentarian Alex 
Gibney (Enron: The Smartest Guys 
in the Room) uses Dilawar's unfor- 
tunate story to explore how torture 
and mistreatment of detainees be- 
came the official policy of the Amer- 
ican government in Taxi to the Dark 
Side, the winner of this years Os- 
car for Best Documentary Feature 
and compulsory viewing for anyone 
unfamiliar with the term “banality of 
evil.” 

The official explanation has al- 
ways been that the atrocities of Abu 
Ghraib were the work of “a few bad 
apples” and that the United States 
“does not torture,” but Taxi to the 
Dark Side decodes the bureaucratic 
language, 
and obfuscation 


legalistic hair-splitting, 
that the White 
House used to not only steamroller 
the Geneva Conventions’ definitions 
of acceptable treatment of prisoners 
of war, but to thoroughly cover their 
asses lest anyone ever try to pros- 
ecute the U.S. executive branch for 
war crimes. In a particularly chilling 
soundbite, for example, former Jus- 
tice Department legal counsel John 
Yoo calmly explains how the presi- 
dent might be able to conjure legally 
defensible reasons for crushing the 
testicles of a detainee’s child in the 
name of national security 

Though Taxi to the Dark Side is 
packed with disturbing imagery— 
some of which will be familiar to

anyone who has followed the Abu 
Ghraib scandal in the media—and 
repugnant notions, Gibney’s style is 
the very opposite of Michael Moore's 
first-person rabble-rousing or Mor- 
gan Spurlock’s stunt documentarian- 
ism, approaches that must be very 
tempting to any nonfiction film- 
maker, given their popularity with 
moviegoers. 

Instead, Gibney coolly musters ex- 
pert opinions, eyewitness testimony 
of U.S. soldiers involved in interro- 
gating detainees, official documents, 
and the public pronouncements of the 
architects of American interrogation 
policy (Cheney, Rumsfeld, Gonzales, 
Yoo) to examine the rationalizations 
for the increasingly inhumane treat- 
ment of people who, at the time of 
their capture, haven't been proven 
guilty of anything. It may have been

the soldiers on the ground who were 
too vigourous in their application of 
interrogation techniques, but Gibney 
exposes how the tacit approval—in- 
deed, the pressure—to extract infor- 
mation from “enemy combatants” 
by any means necessary came from 
the uppermost links in the chain of 
command. Naturally, only the sol- 
diers were held culpable. 

The gut-wrenching irony is that 
the intelligence derived from torture 
is often of little or no value because 
detainees will tell their interrogators 
whatever they want to hear to make 
the torture stop. When former Sec- 
retary of State Colin Powell told the 
UN General Assembly there was ir- 
refutable proof Saddam Hussein 
was training al-Qaeda prior to 9/11, 
he was repeating an untruth blurted 
out by a detainee during waterboard- 





ing, the controversial interrogation 


technique that simulates drowning. 
A few months later, that piece of “in- 
telligence” was officially rescinded as 
having no basis in fact, even though 
various U.S. officials continued to 
uttered it in public 

To be sure, Gibney’s film is a very 
rough ride for the way it connects 
matters of policy to their horrific 
real-world impacts—policies that 
serve no purpose other than allow- 
ing politicians to look tough before a 
thoroughly terrified electorate. Even 
if time can somehow efface the cu- 
mulative blight of the Bush Jr. years, 
Taxi to the Dark Side will remain 
a haunting and profound warning 
against the dangers of answering evil 
with evil, couched though it may be 
in legalistic jargon and bland euphe- 
mism.

The Guatemalan Handshake is my 
favourite movie so far this year, and

Guatemalan Handshake resembles, 
say, Napoleon Dynamite, it's Na- 
poleon Dynamite after its filtered 
through the sensibility of George 
Washington and All the Real Girls, 
with maybe a pinch of Gummo.

True American eccentrics are peo- 
ple like Mr. Turnupseed, a stern old 
guy who keeps a stash of fireworks 
secretly in his backyard shed, the 
combination to the lock hidden in 
the sunshade of his vintage electric 
car, and a photo of himself, Willie 
Mays, and the world’s largest piece 
of bubblegum mounted on a piece of 
wood and hung on the wall of the TV 
room. It’s people like Stool, a social 
misfit who takes his shirt off when- 
ever he gets excited and blithely 
keeps on drinking milkshakes even 
though he's lactose intolerant.

That's the second time I’ve used 
“genuine” to describe this movie, 
but I can’t think of a better word 
to replace it. It’s genuinely funny, 
genuinely touching, genuinely origi- 
nal, and at more than a few times, 
genuinely perplexing. And I’m genu- 
inely grateful to the people at Benten 
Films for making this gem available 
on DVD.

He's no comedian, but it’s safe to 
say that Morgan Spurlock’s edifying 
journeys are a little more entertain- 
ing than enlightening.

The film doesn’t depart from 
Spurlock’s proven formula of beg- 
ging a pervasive question and then 
enacting some daring experiment 
to arrive at an answer we already 
saw coming.

With WITWIOBL, it's more of 
the same: we know full well that 
the people of the Middle East have 
been vilified and demonized by 
North American media and pop 
culture, and we know ignorance 
and intolerance are the language 
of our age—but what to do?

And so, Spurlock decides to fly off 
to the Middle East and hunt down 
the archvillain himself, Osama bin 
Laden. He prepares for his trek with 
some hilarious over-the-top survival 
training (lots of grenade-dodging and 


fake hostage scenarios), and count- 
less immunizations, not to mention 
the disapproving looks of his preg- 
nant girlfriend Alex (his granola gal- 
pal of Super Size Me fame). 

So far, so good. But Spurlock’s

It's barely enough insight for one 
hour of Anderson Cooper 360, let 
alone a feature film—and Spurlock 
looks noticeably exhausted through 
out. Where in the World Is Osama 
bin Laden? also has the misfortune 
of arriving in Edmonton the same 
week as a much more insightful, 
rigourous, and thoughtful war-on- 
terror documentary, Alex Gibney’s 
Taxi to the Dark Side. Spurlock does

ful is the enemy of the merely bad. 
Take, for example, the new Cam- 
eron Diaz/Ashton Kutcher romantic 
comedy What Happens in Vegas... 
Had it been a truly execrable experi- 
ence, I could easily have trotted out 
500 words denouncing it and we 
could have all had a good laugh at 
its expense. Instead, it’s predictably 
lifeless and laughless, little more 
than an excuse for a couple of pretty 
faces to coast through 90 minutes 
of PG-13 potty jokes, hackneyed 
men-against-women observational 
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Vegas 
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humour, and plot contrivances that 
would make the most credulous TV 
sitcom aficionado balk. 

There’s not much to say about 
What Happens in Vegas... that 
isn't abundantly clear from looking 
at the poster. The way those air- 
brushed, perfect-teethed megastars 
beam out at you pretty much spells 
out “generic empty-headed horse- 
shit.” But in case you haven't seen 
the commercials, here's the gist: a 
computer error throws Joy (Diaz),.a 
tight-assed commodities broker, and 


Jack (Kutcher), a shiftless, slutty 
manchild, into the same Vegas hotel 
room. She's come to Sin City to salve 
her jilted heart, he to blow off steam 
after being fired from his woodwork- 
ing job by his own father 

Their inhibitions loosened by copi- 
ous liquor, the unlikely pair hook up 
and paint the town red. The harsh 
light of day shows they can’t stand 
each other, but it's too late—they’ve 
gone and gotten themselves hitched. 
And just as they're working out 
the terms of their annulment, Jack 
drops one of Joy's quarters into a slot 
machine and pulls down a $3 mil- 
lion jackpot. Rather than let them 
end their marriage and split the loot, 
a cranky judge (Dennis Miller) sen- 
tences the couple to remain married 
for six months, even forcing them 
to see a marriage counselor (Queen 
Latifah). With the help of their re- 
spective best friends (Lake Bell and 
Rob Corddry), Joy and Jack connive 
to make each other violate the mar- 
riage contract and provide genuine 
grounds for divorce. Guess what 
happens. 

All the ingredients of the typical 
Hollywood rom-com are present, 
from the faintly obnoxious tone that 
all too readily gives way to cloying 
sentimentality, to the wall-to-wall 
soundtrack tacked on to add another 


revenue stream to what is obyiously 
nothing more than a factory-assem- 
bled, focus-group tested commercial 
product. Bit parts by familiar faces 
(Dennis Farina; Treat Williams, a 
handful of television comedians) 
proliferate like tame toilet gags, 
while the marquee players rely on 
twinkling eyes, dimples, and smirks 
to translate the aggregation of per- 
sonality flaws provided by screen- 
writer Dana Fox into two-dimen- 
sional characters. 

Dennis Miller, who directly chan- 
nels his wearisome contrarian per- 
sona into the role of the grumpy 
judge who sets all this jocularity in 
motion, does deserve special note. 
Miller's transformation in recent 
years from sharp-tongued comedian 
to gormless right-wing apologist 
constitutes a compelling argument 
for his mounting irrelevance, but his 
so-called performance in this point- 
less twaddle intimates that the horse 
done left the barn. 

So there you have it: What Hap- 
pens in Vegas... is not a gruesome 
cinematic abortion, but a workman- 
like time-waster that's stupid in pre- 
cisely all the ways you’ve come to 
expect.

Like Martin Scors- 
ese and James Cameron, Sayles got 
his break working with exploitation- 
movie kingpin Roger Corman, but 
while he’s made a lot of money over 
the years as a blockbuster script doc- 
tor, he never went completely Hol- 
lywood, and continued instead to 
resolutely churn out one left-leaning 
ensemble piece after another. 

I have to admit, I was tempted to 
begin this review by making fun of 
the strangely manicured eyebrows 
he wears in his Wikipedia mug shot, 
but after watching a few online in- 
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terviews with the self-proclaimed | 
“Catholic atheist,” whose parents 
were both of half-Irish descent, I | 
started to feel a sense of camaraderie | 
with the odd-looking chap. And to 
be fair, his eyebrows look a lot more | 
natural in the other pictures. 
And yet, for all that, something } 
about Sayles new film Honeydripper | 
filled me with trepidation. Maybe 
that was unfair. After all, | haven't 
seen his last few films, Sunshine 
State, Silver City, and Casa de los | 
Babys. But | couldn't help but recall a | 
damning comment a friend of mine 
recently made about him: “People 
are... kind of... tired of John Sayles.” 
Honeydripper takes place in Ala- 
bama in 1950, where proud but 
broke Pine Top Purvis (Danny Glov- 
er) operates a roadhouse called The 
Honeydripper—meanwhile, the juke 
joint down the road is rapidly driv- 
ing him out of business. Faced not 
just with financial ruin, but the pros- 
pect of losing the business around 
which he’s built his entire persona, 
he thinks he’s found a surefire so- 


lution to bail him out of his money 
troubles: a blockbuster one-night- 
only concert by the legendary New 
Orleans musician Guitar Sam. 

But when Sam fails to arrive on the | 


appointed night, Pine Top is forced to | 
gamble his future on a young drifter | 
named Sonny (Gary Clark Jr.), who's 
arrived in town with a curious object | 


in tow: a homemade electric guitar. 

The film’s backdrop—that pivotal 
moment in musical history where | 
the blues was just about to trans- 
form into rock 'n’ roll—is indescrib- 
ably rich with dramatic possibilities, 
but Sayles’ characters are disap- 
pointingly flat, trapped in a creaky, 
old-fashioned script whose language 
possesses little of the idiomatic fla- 
vour of the American south. The 
dead air that separates each line of 
dialogue weighs only a little less than 
the slang that tumbles like bricks 
from their tongues. 

And while the premise suggests 
Big Night as rewritten by August 
Wilson, it's weighed down by the con- 
trived plot device of having Sonny 
impersonate Guitar Sam—during the 
(unsuspenseful) big concert scene, 
it turns out (unconvincingly) that 
Sonny can wail so hard on his guitar 
that nobody cares when it turns out 
he's not who he says he is. The ac- 
claimed blues guitarist and first-time 
actor Keb’ Mo’ fares much better in | 
his scenes as Possum, a blind seer 
who shreds nice little Robert John- 
son-esque ditties on his old guitar. 

There’s a certain amount of mu- 
sic in the lazy exchanges between 
Glover and Charles Dutton, who 
plays Pine Top’s friend and confi- 
dant Maceo, but fans of the Delta 
blues may be better off seeking out 
Honeydripper's solid soundtrack al-

This week, Jill and Mandy visit the 
Art Gallery of Alberta and expose 
themselves to Projections, an exhi- 
bition that challenges and distorts 
reality in the most wonderfully un- 


settling ways 


Mandy: As | entered this exhibition, 
| immediately became aware of how 
nervous the whole thing made me 
I may be extra-susceptible to get- 


| ting freaked out, but with all those 


ghostlike images fluttering around, I 
almost had a heart attack, But after 
I calmed down, | realized there were 
some very beautiful things happen- 
ing. What was your reaction? 

Jill: I can understand why you were 
freaked—some of it is pretty creepy, 
plus there were all the weird noises 
from multiple old-timey projection 
machines going all at once. In fact, 
that may have been my main issue 
with the show as a whole; I know 
that the noise is an integral part of 
any exhibition that incorporates pro- 
jections and Super 8 film, but I was 
more distracted by them. They gave 
off a weird, chaotic, panicky fun- 


| house vibe, which detracted from 


some of the (intended) quieter mo 


ments, such as Gar Smith’s “Notes 
on Light” (the one with the photo- 
graphs from sunsets and sunrises 
from across Canada, which made me 
swoon a little bit). I think when these 
pieces were shown originally, they 
might have stood alone, and were 
better off for it. 

Mandy: It did become almost ri- 
diculous how many different layers 
of noise bombard you in this show. 
There were quite a few individual 
pieces, but I want to mention one 
that really stood out for me: Wyn 
Geleynse'’s “An Imaginary Situation 
With Truthful Behavior.” The piece 
is a row of glass houses; the walls of 
the first few to the right are smashed 
open, while the remaining couple of 
houses on the left are untouched. 
There is a red button on the wall that, 
when you press it, projects the image 
of a nude man onto a panel inside 
one of the houses near the middle, 
where he kneels and scratches at the 
wall, trying to break through. This 
thing almost made me cry, it was 
so frustrating and direct. The man 
repeatedly looks right at you with a 
very accusatory stare, intensifying 
his digging. Once the film runs out, 
all that’s left is this frosted halo of his 
shape. 

Jill: I have a hard time with piec- 
es like the ones in this show. Obvi- 
ously, part of the point of them is to 
be slightly off-putting and make the 
viewer a little bit uncomfortable in 
their surroundings. But I always find 
myself not knowing what's going 
on—not knowing whether I should 
find a button to push, not knowing 
where exactly to look, not knowing 
how long to stay there and if the 
point of the piece will present itself 





if I leave too soon. For example, the 
first piece right when you walk in, 
the one with the book and the projec- 
tion of nothing on the wall—were you 
supposed to do something with that? 
Or was that it? 

Mandy: I wasn't too sure about 
that one either. It’s a very slow-mov- 
ing shift that is supposed to suggest 
sunlight through a window sliding 
across the wall. I think this is the 
kind of exhibit that warrants mul- 
tiple visits. | wanted to stay all day 
and watch the accompanying work 
by Bill Viola, “The Reflecting Pool.” 

Jill: I’m too impatient, I guess. But 
you never know! I could have just 
been standing there for hours wait- 
ing for something to happen! Why 
were you so enthralled with Viola’s 
work? Is it because you’ve always 
dreamed of having a magic pool in 
the middle of the forest reflecting 
things that don’t exist? 

Mandy: That's pretty much what 
every kid wants, isn’t it? You know, 
it's amazing to me how something 
like “The Reflecting Pool” is able to 
be so powerful. There is simplicity to 
the whole setup that allows you to be 
there with what’s happening. It eases 
you into its more unusual or surreal 
aspects, not just abruptly throwing 
them at you. You become convinced 
that, yes, this is a place and that man 
is standing there. Whatever happens 
following that is “real” because of 
that initial truthfulness. 

Jill: Mandy, you are as deep as the 
pool itself. Congrats! 

Mandy: Why, Jill, why must you 
scoff?

As I sit down with director Michael 
Peng at a university coffee shop to 
talk about his production of Bernard 
Pomerance’s 1978 play The Elephant 
Man, we're joined by Frederick 
Treves, the 19th-century doctor and 
saviour/exploiter of the hideously 
deformed John Merrick: 

Well, not literally by Treves, of 
course, but by George Szilagyi, the 
actor playing him, who sits quietly 
off to the side, observing us from 
behind a daily paper. Peng then 
supplies me with a handy segue by 
noting that observation—audiences 
gawking at freaks, doctors observ- 
ing their patients—is one of the play’s 
key motifs. 

“I wanted to examine the way 
people look at someone as a function 
before they see them as a human be- 
ing,” says Peng, who has chosen The 
Elephant Man as his M.FA. thesis 
production. “Getting beyond the skin 
is a major theme in the play.” 

That theme will be built right into 
Frank Zotter’s lead performance as 
Merrick. Unlike John Hurt in David 
Lynch’s 1980 film based on Merrick’s 
life, Zotter (whom Edmonton audi- 
ences will recall from his solo turn 
earlier this season in Stuck for Work- 
shop West) will not be wearing any 
makeup or special prosthetics, and

will instead be conveying Merrick’s 
deformities through body language 
and other characters’ reactions to 
him. Not an easy task. “Frank is a 
good-looking guy,” Peng says, “and 
the cast needed to respond to him 
with a combination of repulsiveness 
and fascination... | reminded the cast 
of what they were seeing. We used 
visual aids—searching YouTube, you 
find modern equivalents.” 

For Peng, allowing Zotter to look 
“normal” onstage was in keeping 
with his goal of making the play a 


personal experience. “It forces the 
audience to use their imagination,” 
he says. “Which is good—it will re- 
mind them of people they have met 
or seen that are different from them- 
selves, instead of just seeing Mer- 
rick, “The Elephant Man.’ It creates 
a more personal connection with the 
story.” 

If Peng and Lynch's approaches to 
the material intersect, it’s in their fas- 
cination with the Victorian era, the 
sense of a physically repressed soci- 
ety existing within an increasingly 


industrialized city, Peng’s eyes light 
up as he shuffles through his produc- 
tion binder, which is stuffed to over- 
flowing with notes, medical sketches, 
and period X-rays. He lingers over 
an X-ray of a woman squeezed into a 
traditional steel-framed corset. 
Some of those period diagrams and 
medical sketches will be incorporated 
into the show as video imagery, but 
Peng stops short of describing The 
Elephant Man as a “mixed media” 
production. The intent, Peng says, is 
more to “evoke a sense of the Victo-

arts 





rian era without realism—to modern- 
ize it.” 

And indeed, the central question of 
the play—is Treves taking advantage 
of Merrick’s deformity for his own 
gain, or is he the unfortunate man’s 
saviour?—feels newly relevant in this 
era of exploitative pop culture 

“Treves’ career was made on [Mer- 
rick’s] case,” Peng notes, “and I was 
playing with how deliberate that was. 
Treves’ journey in the play is that he 
learns to be compassionate; he isn’t 
at the start, but at the end he is.”

Words have failed in 4:48 Psycho- 
sis—both as a means of communica- 
tion, and as a way to heal—but that 
doesn’t stop the torrent. 

They're chalked on the floor in 
frenzied bouts of action, repeated as 
litanies of anger and fear, directed 
inwardly and out. Much of the “dia- 
logue” in Sarah Kane's play (the last 
one she wrote before committing 
Suicide at the age of 28) is a series 
of negations—to the doctors, to loved 
Ones, to the characters themselves. 

This isn’t a final statement on 
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Kane’s behalf about hope or tran- 
scendence, or even a cry for help; it’s 
a renunciation of life, and a complete 
break from all notions of what con- 
stitutes sanity. The lines unspool like 
free verse, fragments that wind down 
into nothingness, with no set charac- 
ters of any particular gender to speak 
them. The script of 4:48 Psychosis

contains no dialogue cues or stage di- 
rections, which means each produc- 
tion has to determine how to parcel 
out those lines and give them some 
shape—for hers, director Amy DeFe- 
lice has picked Clarice Eckford, Lora 
Brovold, and Melissa Thingelstad. 
She’s chosen wisely. Eckford and 
Brovold are both excellent, and 


Thingelstad is a standout—the calm 
of much of her performance is so 
measured that the slightest increase 
in pressure on a syllable when she 
does finally break is explosive. To 
play characters steeped in a depres- 
sion so deep it results in gallows hu- 
mour so deadpan that it takes a few 
moments for the “humour” to sink 
in—and obsessive, scabrous reitera- 
tion of certain words could lead any 
actor into overthinking, but all three 
walk the line beautifully. It seems 
like an impossible task for audience, 
director and actors alike—there’s no 
narrative to 4:48 Psychosis but there 
is a spine, and a creeping progression 
so insistent it plays out at times like 
What Ever Happened to Baby Jane? 
as performed by the inmates from 
Marat/Sade. 

The play is almost impossible to 
write about except in terms of em- 
pathy. If we can appreciate Eckford, 
Thingelstad, and Brovold for their 


craft, or Jeff Osterlin for his disturb- 
ing visuals, we still have to come 
to terms with the subject, which is 
Kane’s unapologetic final words to 
the world. It cuts deep. The play it- 
self might be an erratic path through 
the mind of a terminally depressed 
woman bundled into the hospital af- 
ter a suicide attempt, or it might be 
a series of conversations between a 
patient and: her doctor. It might be 
something else entirely. All that re- 
ally comes through is torment so 
severe it can rock you if you aren't 
prepared. 

This might seem like less a posi- 
tive review than a warning, but I 
don’t necessarily mean it that way: 
true, 4:48 Psychosis is not for the 
faint of heart, but it is essential view- 
ing. Ten minutes in and you wonder 
how you're going to survive the next 
hour—another 10 minutes and you 
wonder if you can leave when it's

Balloon fetishists, or “looners,” as 
they call themselves, are sharply di- 
vided on the issue of “to pop or not 
to pop.” “Flame wars over the issue 
take up a significant amount of space 
on the balloon-fetish chatrooms,” 
writes Gates. “While ‘non-poppers’ 
feel an emotional attachment to bal- 
loons and can get quite protective of 
their inflatable friends, poppers see 
no point to jerking off with balloons 
unless they explode. As one popper 
puts it, ‘If they don't pop, I don't 
pop!’” 

The most common explanation is 
that fetishes are triggered by some 
childhood trauma or experience. 
But Gates doesn't entirely buy that. 
“I think it's a combination of genetic 
and environmental influences,” she 
says. “It’s obvious that certain child- 
hood experiences can't be the only 
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that connection was made even ear- 
lier.” 

The truth is, if it exists, someone 
has fetishized it. A “fetish roadmap” 
in Gates’ book divides the various 
fetishes into categories and subcat- 
egories. For example, under animal 
transformation, you have: (1) Pony 
play (that is, people who dress as 
ponies and the trainers who love 
them), cow play, pup play, and more; 
(2) furries (people who get off on 
stuffed animals or who like to wear 
furry animal outfits); and (3) vore 
(people who like to eroticize being 
eaten alive). A subcategory of vore 
is the Turkey Man, who gets off on 
pretending to be the Thanksgiving 
turkey to be “cooked” and “eaten” by 
a mother-like woman 

Under the growth category you 
have your macrophiles (men who get 
off fantasizing about giant women), 
crush freaks (men who enjoy fanta- 
sies of being crushed) weight gain/ 
feeders (those who get off on watch- 
ing someone gain weight or gaining 
weight themselves), body inflation 
(the scene in Willy Wonka and the 
Chocolate Factory when Violet eats 
the experimental gum and her body

fetish. The category of taboo-break- 
ing includes messy fun, quicksand,

The list goes on 

Gates says most fetishized objects 
and scenarios do have certain things 
in common. “It has to have a touchy- 
feely or smelly element to it,” she ex- 
plains. “And there has to be a drama 
involved. Usually this involves some 
kind of buildup of tension, pressure, 
or anticipation that culminates in 
some kind of release—the pop of a 
balloon being a perfect example.” 

What, you might ask, did all these 
people do before the Internet? 

“I think they were miserable,” says 
Gates. “I'd get tears in my eyes dur- 
ing interviews when people told me 
about the day they typed in ‘balloon 
plus fetish’ or whatever on the Inter- 
net and found they weren't the only 
one,” Gates tells me. “The look of in- 
credible relief, gratefulness, and rev- 
elation was incredible. Now they can 
live out [their fetish] in a safe, sane, 
and consensual manner and not be 
so tortured by the fact that they're 
different than other people.”

To make up for the years of relent-

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sport convertible, backpacks jostled 
awkwardly in the back. He drove you 
around Rome, saving your passport- 
less selves from the polizia with his 
celebrity wiles. You even met his 
mother. He dropped you off around 
the corner from his soundstage be- 
fore he was accosted by a flurry of 
young girls. You still can't say ex- 
actly who he was. “Gianni Macchia?

Moon, John Entwistle, and a roadie, 
snapped up your wood-panelled | 
turntable, and walked right back out | 
again—grinning from ear to ear. The 
rest were waiting at the hotel—what 
was then the Kingsway Motor Inn— 


and while the record spun, you and 
Moon zoomed remote control cars 
up and down the hallway, the entire 
floor to yourselves, booked out by 
the band and crew. 

It was a shame to have that Philips 
turntable collecting dust in the rafters 
of the garage, Ma, and I know you 
felt a little leery about letting me bor- 
rowing it, along with Songs From Big 
Pink and Pearl, but I can assure you 
that my dear friends—who know and 
love you just as well from their days 
crashing on your basement floor— 
are just as careful with the vinyl as 
they should be.
